the exact details or knew the degree of his cul- 
pability. The regular funds of the Police De- 
partment, it was almost immediately stated by 
the City’s financial officers, were intact and un- 
disturbed, and the uniform practice of drawing 
every month one-twelfth. of the appropriation 
for the department had not been disturbed. 
The Mayor when questioned was at first 
mysterious; the Controller said he knew noth- 
ing about the matter; and Mr. Sherman, 
one of the Commissioners of Accounts, who has 
been recently investigating the books of the 
Police Department, was very reticent, merely 
remarking that he intended to present some re- 
ports to Mayor Cooper, but should decline to 
reveal their contents. ‘You must see the 
Mayor about all such matters,” he added, “for 
Teannot say anything about them.” Mr. Sher- 
man called on the Mayor at*5 o’clock 
in. the afternoon, and then left with 
Mr. Cooper his report or statement referring 
to Mr. Wheeler’s action in conducting the affairs 
of the clothing and equipment branch of the 
Police Department. Concerning this report, 
the Mayor authorized the publication of these 
few words: ‘One of the Commissioners of 
Accounts AR a a statement to me in relation 
to the ma: ent of the Equipment Bureau 
of the Police Department,. but I have nothing 
to say about it.until I find what explanations 
may be made.” 

Careful investigation, however, disclosed the 
basis of the statements made and of the report 
of the Commissioner of Accounts, and it ap- 
peared that Commissioner Wheeler is indebted 
to the amount of several thousands of dollars 
to the department and to the tradesmen 
who have been furnishing cloth for Police 
uniforms and have , been supplying uiem- 
bers of the force * with hats. The way 
the indebtedness arose furnishes. an. inter- 
esting and not uninstructive ‘narrative. - Prior 
to 1876 the practice had been for members 
of the Police force to get. cloth for uni- 
forms.. through a ¢ doorman named Ray- 
mond, who was’ allowed ,® percentage 
of #eents per yard to” provide for 
waste, &c. Raymond made a good deal of 
money by this arrangement, but no objection 
was ever made to his doing so, and matters 
= have gone on for years in just that wa 
without provoking any comment. The clot 
has been furnished for the past 20 years by 
the firm or firms whose present successor is that 
of Mesars.

THE‘ LAWRENCE NATIONAL DEFRAUDED? BY 
PRESCOTT G. PILLSBURY OF $64,000. 
Bosrow, July 30.—Prescott G. Pillsbury, 
Cashier of the Lawrence National Bank, went 
to the President on Monday and confessed that 
he had been speculating in mining stocks, 
using the funds of the bank, and had lost; that 
the amount actually taken was $64,000, but 
the stocks which he had turned over were 
worth about $30,000, making the bank’s 
loss about $34,000, His resignation was 
at “ones ¢ sccepted. The Directors ‘ were 
promptly . called together, and, after a 
thorough i examination, found things, pre- 
cisely. as the Cashier had stated. * The 
Bank Examiner was next given notice, and, ap- 
pearing next day, (yesterday,) made his exam- 
ination, with the same result as the investiga- 
tion of the Directors. Then the Directors came 
together again, and two of the wealthiest of 
them—the Smiths,of Andover—owners of abot 
one-third of the capital stock of the bank, pro- 
posed that the loss be at once made good, so 
that neither the depositors nor stockholders 
should suffer loss or inconvenience. ; All agreed 
to pay aceording to the amount of their stock, 
and the whole amount was made up without de- 
lay. The necessary business was done in the 
presence of the Examiner, and when concluded 
he drew up and presented the following letter 
of congratulation:

LEGAL" SLAUGHTER OF « LIFE 
SURANCE.

"Whe proceduré whish has resulted in de-, 
stroying al] opportunity for remedial meas-’ 


uresin case of the Globe Life Insurance 
Company furnishes occasion; for setting 
forth the unjustifiable position of State law 
as determining the question of insolvency 
in life insurance companies and the treat- 
ment of that condition when found. , As- 
suming that the reader ‘understands ‘that 
life insurance is a continuous contract and 
does not present the simple ease of paying 
in each year for the losses and expenses of 
that year—that, the early years being 
charged too much and the-Jate years too 
little, in order to avoid the inconvenience of 
an annually-increasing premium, there re- 
sults an imperative necessity for accumula- 
tion, we proceed to show what seem to us 
capital errors in the State’s course on this 
subject. 

First,. as to the “valuation,” by premi- 
um, gross, net, or otherwise. For illustra- 
tion, a single policy, instead of a number, 
may be supposed, and we may also assume 
a definite period of say twenty years, in- 
stead of an indefinite one. - The value, or 
the sum which should be in hand in order 
to provide for payment at the end of this 
period, is the present value of the sum to 
be paid, less the present valut of the fu- 
ture premiams to be received during the 
term. That isto say, the company has to 
pay $1,000.in twenty years, and must have 
now in hand the present value of that sum, 
which is the sum that, at a given interest, 
will amount to $1,000 in twenty years. 
But from this may be deducted, of. course, 
the present value of the payments to be 
made meanwhile, because itis only neces- 
sary to have the $1,000 from some source 
by the time when wanted. So far all is 
clear; but some portion of future = pre- 
miums will be consumed in expenses, and 
so the gross or actual premium is .com- 
puted by adding a percentage of “loading” 
to the net, or mathematical one for that 
purpose. In determining solvency, the com- 
pany is charged with the sum which, at the 
assumed rate, will produce $1,000 in twen- 
ty years ; it is. credited with what it is to 
receive, and the difference is what it should 
actually have in hand now. » What should 
this credit be—the net premium, assuming 
that expenses will consume all the load- 
ing; the gross or actual premium. receiv- 
able, with a percentage taken off for ex- 
penses ; or’ the gross premium, with ex- 
penses disregarded ? ; This is the case, com- 
pactly stated, and it makes avast differ- 
ence which method is followed.» As the 
same interest rate applies to both sides of 
the account, however, this'question is un- 
affected, theoretically, by assuming one rate 
rather than another. . Obviously, the ‘first 
method requires the largest, the: second 
method.the next largest, and the third. the 
smallest, present. assete. on-hand. The 
law of i this State permitted"the depart- 
ment to take. any method, except , that 
one-sixth, must . be‘ deducted. from }gross 
premiums, as an expenseallowance, but the 
law of April 15 last : prescribed . net premi- 
ums as the standard. . Twenty years ago, 
the issue between ‘and net valuations 
was quite an. active: one, and the case be- 
tween the Massachusetts Department and 
the International Company of _London—: 
which figured out its own solvency by using 
gross premiums—was a memorable one; 
but all States which prescribe a standard 
now usenet premiums. The gross premium 
is denounced: as+a “‘gross” method; by 
nearly all‘actuaries; by it, the credit ‘for 
future premiums receivable may exqeed the 
debit for present value of’ the sum insured, 
and so, “although s company may have no 
assets, it«has a surplus.”

He proposes that when a vessel ar- 
rives at Panama chains shodld be passed 
under and around: her and secured to an en- 
ormous balloon,» The balloon, on being in- 
flated, will rise, lifting the vessel with it, 
and while thus suspended in air, both bal- 
loon and vessel «an be towed across the 
isthmus by a rope attached to a locomotive 
on the existing railway: from Aspinwall to 
Panama. - This plan .is unquestionably the 
most simple of all. 7 It requires no ontlay 

for balloons,: chains, and gas. It 
does not involve the cutting of mountains, 
and it gives the expressmen no opportunity 
to smash unoffending ships. : Still; itis not 
entirely free from faults, Chains are liable 
to break and balloons to burst, and when a 
suecession of such accidents compels every 
Central American to carry an umbrella to 
protect. his head from falling vessels, there 
will be a strong local’ opposition to* that 
method of crossing the isthmus. « Moreover, 
the passengers on board the passing steam- 
ers will be sure to drop nut-shells and lemon- 
peel and empty tomato-cans, whereby Cen- 
tral America will be all littered up: and its 
inhabitants prevented from pursuing their 
ordinary business. of sleeping in the sun 
with any comfort.
